By a better than 7 to i margin. Sierra Madre voters 
at Tuesday’s special election decided that this city’s Elemen¬ 
tary School District shall be annexed to the Pasadena 
School District, effective July 1, 1961. Sierra Madre’s junior 
and senior high school students already attend Pasadena 
schools. 

The vote, coming after a 10-month strenuous battle 
waged by Annexationists and Anti-Annexationists, was: 

For Annexation . 1,335 

Against Annexation . 187 

Total Vote . 1,522 

On the same day. La Canada, as was expected, voted 
to separate from the Pasadena School District, form a dis¬ 
trict of its own and ultimately to erect its own senior high 
school. That city already has its own junior high school. 

”1 AM GLAD that the election was decisive,” com¬ 
mented Dr. Robert E. Walker, Sierra Madre School superin¬ 
tendent. “That was important and the large vote for annex¬ 
ation will mean much for our children — it shows that 
mostly, the people of Sierra Madre were united for annex¬ 
ation. 

“The annexation becomes effective next July 1, but 
meanwhile we will be in conference with the Pasadena 
officials smoothing out many points preliminary to our 
Elementary Schools becoming part of the Pasadena system. 

“Dr. Robert Jenkins, head of the Pasadena schools, is 
an excellent and high-minded educator and I am certain 
we will have every assistance from him and his office in 
working out the merger of our two systems.” 

THE ELECTION followed months of intensive cam¬ 
paigning by both sides, the Annexationists led by John 
H. Curtis, president of the Chamber of Commerce and 
realtor, and the Anti-Annexationists by Mrs. Claude H. 
(Eleana) Brown. A Citizens Educational Advisory Commit¬ 
tee, after several months’ deliberation and investigation, 
voted 14 to 3 for annexatoin. Similarly, the School Board 
of Trustees favored it 4 to 0, with one member abstaining. 
'The Chamber of Commerce voted 43 to 0 in favor of 
annexation. These moves resulted in the State Board of 
Education ordering the special election. 

“I am grateful to see Sierra Madre people so wholly 
united on this project,” said Mr. Curtis, discussing the elec¬ 
tion result. “It is really to our own best interests to annex 
to Pasadena so far as our schools are concerned. Now that 
the issue has been decided I am sure that all Sierra Madre- 
ans will unite in assisting to make the annexation success¬ 
ful and to the best educational interests of our children. I 
congratulate the people of Sierra Madre in achieving this 
result so decisively and unitedly.” 

“I want to thank the voters who lined up on our side 
and worked so long and under such difficult circumstances 
during the months preliminary to the election,” said Mrs. 
Brown. 

“Now that the question is decided I am sure all of our 
citizens will join in the effort to make the annexation 
successful in every particular so that it may give our 
children every possible educational advantage.”
